Mr. Tilden and other Democrats 
have been trying for some time to bring 
Tammany under the regular discipline 
of the Democracy, but they have failed 
and the power of the society is shown 
by the fact that it is able to elect mem- 
bers to the Legislature who are for 
Tammany first and are Democrats after- 
wards.

In 1878 Tammany defeated the 
Democratic State ticket out of their 
spite, and again in 1881 under the lead- 
ership of Boss Kelly, carried New York 
against Hancock. The Democrats once 
rejoiced in the power of Tammany Hall, 
but now their rejoicing has turned into 
cnrses, loud and deep. The control of 
any political party should never be del- 
egated to any set of men within it, they 
will be tyrants in the end; but its aim 
should be to echo the voice of its 
masses.

knocked on the cell door of the mur- 
derer, with the information that his 
time hail come and he must make his 
toilet of death. That means a close 
shave and hair-cutting, and a low-necked 
shirt. While the preparations were be- 
ing mdaa the murderer might have been 
allowed a cup of coffee, with perhaps a 
few drops of brandy in it.
